3.  Students  begin  to  work  and  follow  Banner’s  demonstra¬ 
tion. 

4.  Cut  to  students  if  they  ask  any  questions 

5.  Occasionally  cut  to  Tight  CU’s  of  students  as  they 
work 

6.  Cut  to  Tight  CU’s  of  Schoener  vcrking  or  questioning 

7.  Banner  will  carry  continuity  of  demonstration  with  his 
description,  but  shots  may  be  varied  of  Banner, 
students,  Schoener,  and  entire  classroom  during  the 
development.
